OPEN GENERAL LICENCE NO. IV-AMENDMENT OF 

S.O, 1425.—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of Imports Si 
Exports Control Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following further amendment to the Open General Licence No. IV, published 
In the Government of India, late Ministry of Commerce & Industry, Import Trade 
Control Order No. 2/81 dated the 28th February 1901 as subsequently amended, 
namely:— 

In the said Licence, under item No. (iii), sub-clause (A), shall be substituted 
by the following namely: — 

“(A) Any bona-fide technical and trade samples supplied free of charge, 
not exceeding Rs. 500/- in c.i.f. value in one consignment, or bona- 
fide advertising matter, supplied free of charge not exceeding 
Rs. 250/- in c.i.f. value in one consignment, excepting “vegetable 
seeds” falling under Sr. No. 36 and “new drugs” as defined in rule 
30-A of the Drugs Rule 1945, falling under Sr. Nos. 87 and 109 of 
Part IV of the Import Trade Control Schedule: 

Provided that such samples or advertising matter are not sold by the 
importer; or”
